Heuotvpe. — This isa new pr ccrys of photop 
rnphy, whereby the sun-pictures can be printed 
in printer's ink, at a printing-press. The meth- 
od is founded on the discovery made some lime 
ago by M. Poitevin, namely, that gelatine con- 
taining a portion of bichromate of potass, 
alter being exposed to light, undergoes a pecu- 
liar change, thereby becoming insoluble in 
water, and is then capable of being made to do 
duty as a lithographic stone. In practice the 
blcbromated gelatine is spread cither upon 
glass, stone, or metal; it is then treated as an 
ordinary plate under a photographic negative, 
when it is found that, according to Ihe amount 
of light and shade in the picture, so will the 
gelatine be more or less absorbent of water. 
Thus a picture is obtained, which, as litho- 
graphic stone, will serve as a matrix for print- 
ing. Thus far the general principle of this 
invention is described ; but for actual work, 
for the purpose of illustrating books, and lor 
the production of pictures in great numbers, 
further improvements were required ; and these 
have been made by Mr. Ernest Edwards. They 
consist in a method of hardening the gelatine 
so as to be capable of standing a great amount 
of near and gelling rid of grain and texture i 
in transferring it to either zinc or pewter, 
which enables the picture lo be submitted to 
the printing-press without danger of fracture, 
and also in inking the gelatine surface, not 
with une uniform ink, but with two or more 
of different tenacity and tone. This method 
adds considerable tone to the pictures. In the 
course of a couple of hours many copies of 
originals may be printed by the heliotype pro- 
cess ready for issue. 



BgyThe census of Great Britain furnishes 
some very interesting facts, a few of which we 
have condensed. It turns out that Loudon is 
larger by 1,332 than New York, Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn, St. Louis, Chicago, Baltimore, Bos- 
ton, Cincinnati, New Orleans, San Francisco, 
and Buffalo combined. London counts 3,883,- 
092, against 3,881,700 for all the others. It is 
something of a town. The population of the 
United Kingdom is 31,817,108, divided thus: 
Kngland, 21,487,088; Ireland, 5,402,759; 
Scotland, 3,358,013; Wales, 1,210,420; Chan- 
nel Isles, 90,503 ; Isle of Man, 53.867; army, 
navy, and merchant marine abroad, 207,198. 
The excess of females is 718,550. The time for 
taking the census was fixed at midnight as 
being the hour at w hich the largest number of 
people possible would be found uuder shelter; 
and to obtain the greatest accuracy of which a 
proceeding of this kind will admit, the 
enumerators were instructed to take their ac- 
count precisely as the population existed at the 
stroke of twelve, excluding alike any birth live 
minutes after, or death five minute3 prior 
thereto. By tlii3 extreme caution it has bceu 
estimated that the count would bo brought 
some twenty live hundred to three thousand 
nearer absolute accuracy. 



THE BUCKEYE. 

On the 2Gth of December, 1833, the forty - 
fiilli anniversary of the settlement of Cincin- 
niti was celebrated by natives of Ohio by what 
was called a Buckeye Dinner. On that occa- 
sion the late Daniel Drake, of Cincinnati, gav e 
a most humorous and ingenious description of 
the buckeye tree, once very abundant in our 
Kentucky forests, but now almost exterminated 
on account of the fatality to stock caused by 
its fruit. We extract from his explanation as 
follows : 

"The trej which you have toasted, Mr. Pres- 
ident, has the distinction of being one of a 
family of plants, but a few species of which 
exist on earth. They constitute the genus 
-Esculus of the botanists, which belong lo the 
class lleptandria. Now, the hitter, a Creek 
phrase, signifies seven men; and there happens 
to be exactly seven species of the geuus — ihus 
they constitute the seven wise men of the woods, 
in proof Of which I may say that there is not 
another family o! plants on the whole earth that 
possess these talisinanic attributes of wisdom. 
But this is not all. Of the seven species, our 
emblem-tree was discovered last — it is the 
youngest of the lamily — the seventh son — and 
who does not know the manifold virtues of a 
seventh son ! 

" Neither Europe nor Africa has n single 
native species of .Eseulus. nud Asia but one. 
This is the -Esculus Hippoeastanum, or horse- 
chestnut. Nearly three Hundred years since, a 
minister from one of the courts of Western 
Europe to that of Russia, found this tree grow- 
ing in Moscow, whither it had been brought 
from Siberia. He was struck with its beauty 
and naturalized it in his own country. It 
spread with astonishing rapidity over that part 
of the continent, and, crossing the channel, 
became one of the favorite shade trees of our 
English ancestors. " Every native in the 
Valley of the Uhio (and of the Miami) should 
feel proud of the appellation, which from the 
infancy of our settlement, has been conferred 
upon Biw, for the Buckeye has many qualities 
which may be regarded as typical of a noble 
character. 

" It is not merely a native of the West, but 
peculiar lo it ; has received from the botanist 
the specific name of Ohioensis, and it is the 
only tree of our whole lorest that does no' 
grow elsewhere. What other tree could be si 
lit an emblem of our native population 1 

"In all our woods there is no tree as hard ti 
kill as the bucke)e. The deepest girding wii 
not deaden it, and even after it is cut (low, 
and worked up into Ihe side ol a cabin it wil 
send out young branches — denoting lo all tbi 
world that buckeyes are not easily conquered 
and cuuld with difficulty be destroyed. 

"The buckeye has generally been condemn 
ed as unfit lor luel, but its very iucnmbustioll 
ity lias been found an advantage, for no tree o 
Ihe forest is equally valuable for 'back-logs, 
which are the sine *jua noit of every good cabii 
Hie. Thus treatet* it may be finally, tbougl 
slowly, burned ; when another of 11 virtues tip 
pears, as no other tree of our woods affords si 
great a quantity of alkili. Thus there i 
piquancy in its very ashes. 

"The bark of our emblem-plant has com 
striking properties. Under a proper uietho' 
of preparation and use, it is said to be efficaciou 
in the cure i f ague and lever; but uuskillfull 
employed, it proves a violent emetic — whic 
indicates that he '\ ho tampers with u buck 
eye will not do it with impunity. 

" Who has not looked Willi admiration < 
ihe hue foliage of the buckeye in eaily sprin 
while Ihe more sluggish tenants of the fore 
remain torpid in their winter quarters; Hi. 
what tree in all our wild woods bears a tlowi 
which can be com pa red with that of our fav 
orite'.' We may fearlessly challenge for itth 
closest comparison. Its early putting forth no' 
the beauty of its leaves and blossoms, are a] 
propriate types of our native population, who* 
rapid and beautiful developments will not bt 
denied by those whom 1 now address, nor dis- 
proved by reference to their character. 

'•Finally, the buckeye derives its name from 
the resemblance of its nut to the eye of the 
buck; the finest organ of our noblest wild ani- 
mal ; while the name itself is composed of a 
Welsh and a Saxon word, belonging, therefore, 
to the oldest portion of our vernacular tongue, 
and connecting us with the primitive stocks, of 
w hich our fathers were but scions planted in 
the New World."

B?^,An immense snake has been captured 
and killed in a pond at Providence, near 
Clarksvillc. It is n most wonderful specimen 
of the snake species. It was 32J feet in length, 
0 feet in circumference, and i's head and tail 
were tipped with red. On cutting him open, 
they found inside of him two whole calves, 9 
half grown bogs, 79 frogs, and numerous fish. 
It required 42 barrels of sawdust to stuff bis 
skin. So says a veracious correspondent of the 
Clarksvillc ToOBCCO Leaf — but we are not in- 
formed whether toe said correspondent is a 
Good Templar, or whether he takes his reg- 
ular tod. In the latter case, the snake and his 
enormous ponderosity is easily explained.

EEJiCTION OF TII2 KENTUCKY WAR 
CLAIMS. 

Wc publish to-day the full opinion of Mr. 
Boulwell, Secretary of the Treasury, reject- 
ing the claim of the State of Kentucky for 
reimbursement of the sum of $525,000, ex 
pended in fitting out troops during the war. 
We say this advisedly, because, although he 
makes the point that they were not organ 
ized until near the close, and continued in 
service for several months after the surrender, 
the war was not officially recognized as closed 
until long after the period of their disbind- 
ment. It is not enough that these troop-? 
were raised by the special requisition of Gen 
Sherman, who was in command of the mil- 
itary division which included Kentucky at 
that time. The statement of Gen. Sherman, 
both as to this fact and to the necessity, is not 
called in question, nor is tlu fact that the 
claims are proved accjrding to law. The 
payment is rejected on a miserable special 
plea, which puts all equity at defiance 
l'assed regularly before every Department 
through which, in the intricacies ol the 
machinery at Washington was required, it 
has remained for the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to overrule all these decisions, and to re- 
ject the claim on his own technical assump- 
tion. 

It is stated by the Washington papers that 
the claim was warmly contested and opposed 
by the Natiinal Itepublisan Executive Com- 
mittee, and herein lies, wo are satisfied, the 
whole secret of the rejection. It was -con 
ceived, that if the claim was granted, it 
would add so much to the financial exhibit of 
the State, and its successful prosecution be 
credited to the efficiency of the Democratic 
State administration. Its rejection would de- 
prive the Slate of half a million of revenue 
for the payment of the State debt, and hence 
political considerations, suggested and urged 
by the Hadical leaders of Kentucky worked its 
defeat. This is the reuson the just claim ol 
Kentucky has been trifled with— to subserve a 
partisan purpose at the polls. But we very 
much mistake the spirit ol the people of Ken- 
tucky if they fail to recognize the feeling 



which has controlled the action of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. 

The only recourse left is to bring the mat- 
ter before Congress, ana what prospect there 
s for success may well be conceived when it 
is remembered that the same consideration 8 
will be urged before that Uody which have 
con'rolled the action of Mr Uoutwell- Ken- 
tucky has paid out this hall a million dollars 
by hpr bonds, and has lost the interest of six 
years. She asks merely the principal. If 
she fails to get ultimate justice, as she will il 
the spirit of Mr. LSoutwell's decision prevails, 
the money will have to be raised by taxation 
from the people. In this light wo have an 
additional argument offered for defeating at 
the polls a party which will countenance such 
robbery. 

CO" It is a ooticeable fact that the Radical 
papers at a distance have no reference to the 
great crime perpetrated near this city on 
Tuesday last. If some pet negro had been 
assaulted, it would have been heralded all over 
the country by sensational dispatches, and wo 
should have had another regiment sent to 
keep the peace.

Fellow-citizens, there is not a duly that 
can devolve upon an American citizen of 
greater importance than that which is throw n 
upon you, and upon all (he eilisens of this 
Coiuinoiiweur.il, at '.his lime. Ten years ago a 
Conflict began involving the lite ol our lorui of 
government. It began between a portion of 
the people Booth, who assumed Ihe right of 
secession from the United States Government. 
That conflict was one involving the shedding 
ol blood; il was one of arms and force; il 
was rebellion, and as such it had lo be met. 
11 was one of those conflicts that there is no 
mode uf adjustment but to light it out; these 
nun h id gone against the preservation of the 
Union; they had gone against that Govern- 
ment given us by our lathers. During the 
progress of that strife another parly arrayed 
itself against ihe supreme Government of ihe 
Union ; another pany that was an enemy lo 
freedom of government. It was a party avail- 
ing itself of the conflict then began, claiming 
to act Willi the Union men, the men who were 
preserving the supremacy of the Constitution, 
and maintaining il ibrouj;lioul all parts of our 
land — pretending lo be a party Identified wilh 
that party, and that party, 1 say, grasped and I 
obtained political power and position in Cou- 
grc-s aud in tiie Government of the several i 
Stales, as would hale done secession had il 
succeeded. When we came to organize the i 
Union Democratic party in 1803 — to impart all | 
the elemeuls of the old parly, we stood u.'on 
the platform announced in 1801 by the Critten- 
den resolutions, sustained in the House by all 
but I w o of the Republican party, and in the 
Senalc by all but live — -we pluiitid ourselves, I 
say, upon that platform laid down in the be- 
ginning of Ihe war, which declared that the 
objects of the war were to maintain the Con- 
stitution and to preserve the Union, and that 
when those objects were accomplished the war 
should cease. 

It was upon that foundation that we formed 
the parly. At this time, in 1803, as 1 remem- 
bered, ibis new party, or rather u lew men 
claiming to be Union men, while we were 
struggling to put down the rebellion, were 
also struggling to carry out their extreme 
views, Invading aud undermining the Consti- 
tution of the countiy, and injecting cheir 
Radicalism into the Government. 

The Union Dernocraiic parly adopted a plat, 
form, and on that plailorin 1, consequently, be- 
came a candidate lor Governor; and in seventy- 
three counties of this State, in seventy-two 
days, exclusive of Sunday, I made seventy. live 
speeches advocating the principles laid down 
in ihal plattorm, aud every man, I presume, 
who voted for me iu Kentucky, voted under- 
standing those principles which I had advo- 
eated with nil the earnestness, clearness, and 
force of which 1 was capable, iu every speech. 
Among the principles adopted in that platform 



was Ihe Crittenden resolnliou. On that ticket 
with me was my friend Dawson and the pres- 
ent Hadical candidate for Governor. 

Now some men, likethe drunken man, when 
he thought the bed was turning round ihe room 
when it was his own head, think that tbey 
have not chanced but that it is us who have 
changed. Those resolutions were Warmly in- 
dorsed. Gentlemen in tin- Legislature voted 
lor certain resolutions in which they indorstd 

the sentimenta and principles expressed In my 

annual message : 

' : Besolved, That the principles avowed by 
the Governor in his message and address pre- 
sented to the General Assembly, so far as the 
same treat of our divided relations relied 
truly the sentiments of the Union people of 
Kentucky ; are approved by Ihe present Gen- 
eral Assembly, and are recommended to the 
patriotic consideration of the American peo- 
ple."

Troub'e Among the Episcopalians in Canada. 

The Toronto correspondent of the New 
York Times writes as follows: 

Quite a scandal has come upon the Episcopal 
Church in both Ontario and Quebec, but in the 
lormer it has the countenance of one of the 
bishops, and in the latter the metropolitan or 
chief bishop, frowns it down. An association 
was formed in ibis city some lime since, under 
the name of '-The Confraternity of the Blessed 
Sacrament of the Body and Blood of Christ," 
and its teachings have caused quite a sensation 
in the community. Though in a manner 
Secret, this society has not sought lo conceal 
its peculiar tendencies, which are of a char- 
acter Calculated to le d to the belief that Ihe 
doctrine sought to be inculcated is not founded 
on strictly Protestant principles. In fact, 
everything goes lo show that the members of 
the association are seeking to encourage Roman 
Catholicism. The worst partof ibe business is 
Ihe gMfi support afforded by the bishop of 
Toronto, who, ou being remonstrated witfr. not 
only refused to interfere, but spoke of the 
practices of the ritualists as though they were 
to be commended. The consequence is, thai 
the laity have taken the mailer in hand, and 
Something may come out of it by-and-by.

THE KENTUCKY WAS CLAIM REJECTED 
-Ji'INUN OF SEO-t 2TA BJUfW^LL- 

VYaSBUOTOS, August I, 1871. 

Secretary Boutweil to-day issued the follow- 
ing opinion iu the matter ol the. claim! of the 
State of Kentucky, lor reimbursement of the 
sum uf $524,218 71 paid to the Stale militia 
lor services rendered during the years 1S63, 
1 80 1, l3t>5 and ISOij on the Treasury Depart- 
ment at Washington, iu 1871. The claim was 
riled ill 1886, and it is made Under the pro- 
visions uf an act indemnifying States for ex- 
penses incurred by them in defense of the 
United Slates. Approved July 17, 1861. 

Secretary Chase, when providing lor the ex- 
ecution of this net, prescribed a series of rules, 
the second of which is in these words: It is 
(oily fur expenditures iu ihe account of troops, 
officers or men that bars been or 111 ly be mus- 
tered and received into or actually employed 
in the service of the Halted States, that re- 
iinhuisemeuts will be made. Organisations 
raised or attempted lo be raised, but nol iu ex- 
istence and received into and not actually em- 
ployed in the service of the military, will nol be 
recognized, nor will ai.y reimbursement be 
made by the United Stales lor expenses incur- 
red in organizing, equipping and maintaining 

H oops lor State purposes or home guard, whether 
called out by the Stale or Other local authori- 
ties, unless such troop;, are called out and such 
expenditure incurred al Ihe requestor under 
the authority of ihe President or Secretary of 
War. It is not contended that Hie troops for 
whom the reimbursement is asked were ever 
mustered into the service of the United State*. 
Nor is it contended that they were culled out at 
the request or under the authority of the Pres- 
ident or Secretary of War. llolore these facts 
ihe rule quoted is foreign lo the rutin). 

It is however sought to bring the claim with- 
in 1 lie rule, and iu support of this effort a 
special reference is made lo the certificate of 
Oen. Sherman, the communications of Gen. 
Vincent and ihe approval of the Secretary of 
W ar. The certificate of lien. Sherman is as 

follows : 

"I certify thai prior to the Atlanta cam- 
paign, I Sent for Gov. Bramlette, of Kentucky, 
to come to me iu Nashville, and in May or 
April, 1861, I revealed to him my plan and 
purposes of Ihe campaign, and that t expected 
ti 1 iu, as Executive of Kentucky, to guard and 
protect our lines of supply, all of which came 
ilirough Kentucky, and to guard against raids 
from the east or w est. 

"He expressed his willingness to do so, and 
on the whole our lines were prelected and our 
success thereby encouraged and insured. .My 
route, as is weli known, was to Savannah, Ga., 
and thence to Washington, D. C, so that I did 
not again see Governor Bramlette till the war 
was over, and 1 was never able to ascertain 
how or iu what mauuer he disposed of the State 
militia. 

••I do regard his efforts as meritorious to the 
cause of the United States in a high degree. 
"[Signed,] W. T. Sherman, General." 
General Thomas Vincent, Assistant Adjutant 
Geueral, V. S. A., ill his communication dated 
June 30, 1871, after enumerating the various

1861, to indemnify the States lor expenses 
incurred by them in defense of the United 
States. 

On ihe same day the recommendation of 
General Vincent was filed, with the approval, 
without comment, by the Secretary of War, of 
the claimants. As a precedent, he cited the 
order of Secretary Stanton, of July, 1867, 
whereby he recognized certain troops who had 
been called into the service in Kentucky in 
1861. There is, however, a manifest difference 
between the two cases. The troops whose ser- 
vice was recognized by Secretary Stanton were 
called into the service of the United Stales by 
General Nelson, who was then an officer of the 
United States commanding under the President 
and subject to the direction of the Secretary of 
War. Upon well understood principles it was 
competent lor the Secretary of War and Presi- 
dent to recognize these troops as having been 
called into the service by the proper authority, 
although neither the President nor Secretary 
of War knew of the call uniil after il was 
made. 

The order of Secretary Stanton was specific; 
it met the points at issue and placed Ihe troops 
called out by Gen. Nelson w ithin the second 
rule, which the Secretary has before quoted. 
1 1 is as follows : 

"War Department, July 9, 1867. 
"It appears from the official reports of Major 
General Oeorge II. Thomas, lhat on the loth 



the actual employment of the United States, 
and on duty as troops of the United States, 
and were continued 011 duly and were employed 
by General Thorn is. It appears that there is 
in the War Department now written or official 
evidence of authority granted by the President 
or Secretary of War, General Cameron, to 
General Nelson for callnig out these troops ; 
but the legal Interpretation is, under the 
special circumstances ihen existing, that the 
proper authority was given. This department 
is, therefore, of the opinion that the home 
guards mentioned were actually employed in 
ihe service as United Slates Iroops by proper 
and legal authority, and they should be re- 
garded as such by the accouulant officers of 
the Government. 

"[Signed] EDWIN M. STANTON, 

11 Secretary of War.' 

In the case under examination the troops 
were not called into the service by the au- 
thority of the President or by the Secretary of 
War, or by any officer of the regular army or 
volunteer army of ihe United States, but they 
were in the service of the State of Kentucky by- 
Stale authority, under o.hcers appointed by ihe 
State and as far as is shown by evidence, they 
were never attached 10 ihe command of an/ 
officer of the army of the United Slates. 

It appears, however, to be true, as stated by 
Governor Bramlette and by General Lindsey, 

Adjutant General ol Kentucky, thai duringlhe 
period mentioned the troops acted in concert 
with the United Stales lorces. and regarded the 

orders of the United States officers. 

General Lindsey, in his affidavit of July 12, 
1870, says the Hoops rcierred to were directed 
in every way lo co-operate With ihe Uuited 
Slates iroops, and obey and carry out all orders 
and instructions given them by the United 
States officers; a considerable portion of the 
service lor which reimbursement was asked 
was performed after the surrender of Lee and 
Johnston, and the mustering of the Iroops was 
by Stale authority, and at various times from 
Ihe 10th of January, 1«63, to the 23d of Octo- 
ber, ol the same year. 

Adjutant General Lindsey says that they 
were kept in service until those dates, owing lo 
the unsettled condition ol the country, and the 
presence o! armed binds of guerrillas, bush- 
whackers, and olLer . inlaws. That service 
said troops regarded as essential to the peace 
and safety of the Stale, and Ihey were mustered 
out of the service as early as il was considered 
prodint lo disband them. The act of July '11, 
1861, has received legislative construction by 
the ; ct approved July 17, I868 ; entitled "An act 
to ; How nod pay l|ie Stale ot Missouri the 
an. ( lint of money expended by arming and 
paying troops employed iu the suppression of 
insurrections, against the laws of the United 
Stales." 

In Unit act a provision was made for an al- 
lowance to the State ot Missouri for all the 

amount of moaej expended by said State iu 
arming, equipping, subsisting, and paying 

troops organized under an ordinance of a con- 
vention of Bald State, passed during the year of 
1861, and employed 111 concert and with the 
Federal authorities iu suppressing insurrection 
against Ihe United Slates, and enforcing the 
laws thereof. 

Tiie ait approved April 17, 1866, page 38, en- 
tilled "An ael to reimburse tile Stale ol Missouri 
for money expended lor Ihe United States iu 
arming, equipping, and ptorisiooiog militia 
forces lo aid iu suppressing the rebellion,'' the 

authorities aud commissioners appointed to as- 
certain the amount of money expended by the 
State of Missouri, allowing only for disburse- 
ments made and Ihe amounts assumed by (lie 
State for enrolling, equipping, subsisting and 
paying such Iroops as were called into service 
by the Governor at the request of the United 

States Depirtment Commander commanding 
the district in which Missouri may at tl.e time 
have been included. 

The statute first referred to proceeds upon 
the theory thai Slate Hoops employed to act iu 
concert with United Slates Iroops could not be 
paid under Ihe act of July, 1861, and the stat- 
ute of April 17, 1060, is equivalent to the 
declaration lhat Hoops called into service by 
tile Government, though al the request of the 

United States department commanders, could 
not be recognized under the act of July 27, 
1861. 

The propriety and legality of the rule made 
by Secretory UhaSe has thus been recognized 
and affirmed by subsequent legislation. 

Gen. Hew ill, agent lor the Slate of Ken. 
lucky, ii. his written argument, filed in the 
case, admits that the Secretary of the Treasury 
111 recognizing Hie claim must declare iu effect 
that Ihe second rule of Secreta y Chase, as al- 
ready quoted, is invalid, as being contrary lo 
law. lieu. Hewitt, iu referring to the second 
rule, uses ibis language : 

"The Treasury Department could make no 
rule to limit or restrict the operation of this 
act by acquiring evidence of the performance 
of other conditions. The second rule adopted 
under it must be construed by it, and if re- 
poguant toil, ihe law prevails. The first clause 
of ihe rule conformed lo the law if it author- 
ized the payment of expenditures 011 account 
of troops actually employed iu the service of 
the United Stales, bul Luc last clause does nol, 
for nothing in the law requires lhat troops 
should have been called out and the expendi- 
tures increased at the request, or under the 
authority, of the President or Secretary of War." 

The Secretary says: "I agree that claim 
Cannot be paid if tile second rule referred to is 
abolished by the Secretary of the Treasury ; 
bul 1 do nut admit thai the rule ill question is 
contrary to law, or that il timiteo unreasonably 
the scope of statute. There are, however, two 
other sufficient answer to ihe suggestion. One 

is that the present Secretary of Ihe Treasury 
would not be justified ill selling aside the rule 
of his predecessor unless ihe reasons requiring 
il are imperative; und, secondly, the rules were 
prepared and made known to the counlry be- 
fore any considerable expenses were incurred 
by the several States and long before any ex- 
penses were incurred which are the basis of 
the claim under consideration." 

The Stale of Kentocky, therefore, in com- 
mon with oilier States, had knowledge of the 
rules by which the department would be gov- 
erned in passing upon such claims as might be 
presented for tiie services of troops employed 
in suppressing insurrection. These facts, in 
connection with the laot lhat Congress, on 
two occasions, has given legislative con- 
struction lo the act of 1801, consistent with ihe 
rules then established by Secretary Chase. It 
leaves no ground on which this claim can be 
paid Without specified authority of Congress. 
It is also suggested, in the argumeut uf Gen. 
Hewitt, that, inasmuch as the claim had been 
passed by the accounting officer, Ihe Secretary 
of the Treasury has no discretion iu Ihe matter, 
and that it is his duly to sign the warrant, to 
allow the payment to be made, whether or not 
such payment is approved bj his own judg- 
ment. 

This theory of the duly of the Secretary of 
the Treasury cannot be admitted. Every Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, as I am informed, has 
practically recognized it to be his duty to pass 
upon all claims as far as they are brought to 
his notice, and in no instance in the history of 
the Government has this power on the part of 
the Secretary of (he Treasury been waived. 
Such is my conviction of ihe necessity for its 
occasional exercise that 1 shall do nothing cal- 
culated to impair the authority of the depart- 
ment in this particular. 

The acting Secretary of the Treasury, Mr. 
Hartley, signed the warrant on June 30, at Ihe 
earnest request of the agent of the State of 
Kentucky, and for the purpose, as I am informed 
by Mr. Hartley, of giving to the Slate the ben- 
efit of the appropriation which ceased to be 
available on June 30. and upon the express 
understanding, which was in tact curried into 
effect, thai the warrant was to be held in the 
department subject lo the final decision of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Alter a careful consideration I am of opinion 
that the net of July 21, 1861, does not author- 
ize the Secretary of the Treasury to pay the 
claim of the Slate of Kentucky.

LWhat the Frencii Did for Mexico. 

A correspondent of (lie Louisville Couricr- 
Jjurnal, writing Iroiu the City o( Mexico, 
siys : 

The occupation of tlie French left its traces 
of benefit to .Mexico. They permeated the 
Whole country, nod as the native Mexicans are 
quick and absorptive, ideas and ways are seen 
to be left as institutions. In looking around 
this city I see blocks of splendid houses, mon- 
uments, and gardens, and fountains, the taste 
fjr which the French brought with them. And 
when I inke a morning or evening stroll upon 
the Garden of the Plaza de Armas I cannot 
held thinking, as everybody must, of the good 
and noble Empress Cirlotta. Six years ago 
ibis vast square, npon which fronts the palace, 
the cathedral, the municipal buildings and the 
portales was nothing but one sun-reflecting 
plane of flag stones. The sight must have 
been painful to Oarlotta, for she sent for one, 
two, three lnnds:ape engineers. Plan pfler 
plan was shown olf, and at last the Empress 
sdected one and appointed its author to supe:- 
inteml the work. After the fallot the Empire 
it was predicted that the Liberals would efface 
this garden, as they tried to efface everything 
that could revive its memories. But this was 
too beautiful, loo attractive, for the inhabitants, 
and it has been preserved as Oarlotta designed 
and left it. It is the most perfectly beautiful 
spot my eyes ever rested upon. It is a beauti- 
ful garden in the heart of the city, surrounded 
by not ft fence or gate. It is opened hy a 
hundred walks from I he sides, and is composed 
of plats of trees, flowers, fruits, fountains, fee 
There is not an angle in it, and the undulations 
of each plat diflers from the other; orange 
trees grow; and although the lowest of the 
population, as well as the highest, and boys of 
all grades, saunter there, not an orange or a 
flower is disturbed ; nor is there even a sentinel 
in sight that 1 have seen. The trees have 
grown amazingly in that brief lime; some of 
them are thirty or forty feet high, and already 
there is shade everywhere. It is refreshing (o 
see the children in their sports, skipping ihe 
rope and what not, and t he lovers piomenading 
every evening. One can apparently walk for 
miles through this charmed spot without 
doubling on bis tracks. Twice a week a band 
of music playi for two hours, stationed on t he 
side of the center pyranrd, wl.icb is character- 
istically capped wiih the traditional nopal or 
cactus of Mexico. 



Keeping Icr. 

We proposo ft hint or two in the way of 
economy, and in the way of guiding the ice 
itself against the rapid melting. 

Suppose an ice box or refrigerator to be the 
receptacle of the daily or weekly supply (and 
such receptacle is essential to any economical 
management), it should be opened as rarely as 
possible. Free outflow fur the leakage should 
be allowed; and this will be all the better if 
by means of a twisted pipe, whose curves shall 
form a trap, thus forbidding access of any air 
from without. 

A coarse woolen cover for the ice in the box 
will protect it still further; and to avoid the 
necessity of cracking the ice for drinking 
water, either glass or thin metallic bottles may 
Imj kept on the ice, to be removed lor ice as 
needed and replaced by olhers. This device 
nlone will affect a very grsnt saving. 

If there be no refrigerater at command, and 
ft block be purchased lor each day's service, a 
three or lour fold warp of a woolen blanket is 
the best protection against rapid thaw, and a 
very effective ice box may be extemporized by 
placing one tight within another, leaving a 
space of three inches between Ihe sides ol (be 
two to be tilled with sawdust. Each box 
should have a closely litled lid, and me space 
between them may be filled with a co.irsc 
blanket. 

If the ice should be kept in ft drinking coal- 
er, a woolen jacket to the latter will make it 
far more effective for preserving the ice. If 
no ice at all be at command, and no spring, 
very cool drinking water may secured by lill- 
Irg a large earthen jar — placing this in the 
shade ill a good current of air, and wrapping 
I he jar with a thick woolen jacket, which 
should be kept constantly wet.
